County Commission 


A survey to check county owner- 
ship of right of way on Okeechobee 
Road — access from the Palm 
Beaches to the turnpike — was 
ordered this week by the county 
commision. 

Commissioner Lake Lytal, head 
of a county roads committee, said 
the board is studying the possibil- 
ity of widening Okeechobee Road 
inside West Palm Beach to pre- 
vent traffic bottlenecks coming 
from the turnpike. 

Importance: of four laning the 
highway—the road has already 
been four-laned from the turnpike 
to the city limits—was stressed by 
Commission Chairman Kenneth 
Foster who declared “the project 
has to be done.” He added, that a 
month, ago some 1700 cars daily 
were leaving the turnpike at the 
West Palm Beach interchange and 
by next season the number would 
be substantially larger. 

Since Okeechobee Road at the 
present time is not part of the 
state highway system, Lytal said, 
the work will have to be financed 
with other than state funds. 

In reporting on a conference 
held last week with State Road 
Department officials, Foster said 
top projects in the coming budget 
will be widening of U. S. Highway 
one between, Delray Beach and 
Boynton Beach; improvement of 
State Road A1A north from Lake

Park and relocation of U. S. 27 in 
the Glades. 

The board also voted-to write the 
state legislative delegation that 
when definition of state roads are 
adopted in the new state-road code, 
that Okeechobee Road, Lake 
Worth West Road and Delray 
Beach West Road be classed as 
state roads. The three roads were 
taken from the state system under 
the present road code although 
prior to that time had been classed 
as part of the state road system. 

The high cost of right of way 
in Palm Beach County is threat- 
ening continuation of a program of 
building new roads, the county 
commission said this week. 

The cost of right of way in many 

instances, according to Commis- 
sioner Lake Lytal, is greater than 
cost of building the road. 
' The board seeking to remove 
high costs of right of way, voted to 
ask the county legislative delega- 
tion to push for a new state act 
which would allow assesment of 
benefits as wel as assessment of 
damages in cases where right of 
way has to be purchased. Similar 
acts have already been passed in 
many states, said Chairman Ken- 
neth Foster, and they are saving 
taxpayers millions of dollars every 
year.

system. The advisory group, Lytal 
said, favors county employes tak- 
ing.part in social secrity if it 
doesn’t interfere with present pen- 
sion plans now in effect.
